Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: A discussion was had with Applicants' representative - Bob Madsen 
- on February 19th, 2010. Applicant's amendments after-final (02/12/2010) to claim 1 were discussed with respect to 
the prior art (Vaudagna et al.). Applicants have amended the claim to limit the composition of the solid, specifically the 
tetrahedral form deposited on the support surface in an amount from 15-25%. The Examiner does not believe such 
amendments will overcome the Vaudagna reference which teaches a mixture of both tetrahedral and octahedral forms 
of tungsten on the surface in those ranges [Page 270]. The Examiner advised Applicants' representative to submit 
supplemental after-final amendments to further differentiate the composition of the layer to exclude the octahedric 
species in order to overcome the prior art references.
